Dolphin Bay and Khao Kalok 
This is a beautiful 22km ride, with fabulous beachfront cycling, on virtually 


bee er you If you want sun, sand, sea, and views 'to die for’, this is 


youl We cycle a totally deserted road at the foot of the 
Wer ee ene sea front at eos Bay. 


We then turn off the beachfront to cycle bdt z a temple on the roadside, 
and after a kilometre, ace ge Mh ‘the seafront again in Khao 
Kalok Bay. Once again, there is a further few kilomtres 
along the front, until we reach Khao Kalok itself. Before stopping for lunch 
we cycle around the Khao to a Forest Park and fou can explore the trails 
(if you've got a good head for heights!!) Finally, we cycle back to Khao 
Kalok to finish the ride at a beachside restaurant where you will enjoy a 
delicious Thai lunch. k 





Beaches, Coves, Mangroves and Mermaids 

Starting the trip at a beautiful fishing cove near Pranburi, we climb up a 
long, but shallow hill into the Pranburiforest where you will see wonderful 
mountain scenery including pineapple, banana and coconut plantations. 
Werexplore a Mangrove trail, and then cycle to ‘Mermaid’ beach,a 

lovely hidden cove. Next, on to the final cove, where we cycle around 
the ‘Royal’ lake; an area developed by the Queen of Thailand, and visit 
another fisherman's cove with amazing Buddha statues and monks' 
sanctuary, We finish the ride here at a beachside restaurant where you 
will enjoy a superb Thai lunch, overlooking the bay and statues. 


Khao Sam Roi Yot National Park 

During the ride we visit Khao Daeng Viewpoint, an incredible vantage 
point overlooking a vast area of the park. We cycle onto a temple site, 
with a spectacular mountainous backdrop, and cycle through a Thai 
village next to the Khao Daeng Canal. We then travel onto Sam Phraya 
Beach, 5 kilometers to the north of the headquarters, a fascinating beach 
in the middle of casuarina vegetation. 


Cycling a further 5km we visit Tham Sai Cave located in the bush at 
Tanot. Another steep climb (on foot) up a hill for 280 mtrs., takes us to this 
fascinating cave, with beautiful stalactites and stalagmites inside. Finally, 
we visit the Phraya Nakhon Cave via Laem Sala Beach. This vast 

cavern high on a hill is the favourite destination for visitors to the park.

Our Bikes 

We use the latest 2007 spec. TREK 6000™ mountain bikes because 
they are high quality, durable pieces of equipment. We love the quality 
components on this bike, including the Avid Juicy 3 © hydraulic disk 
brakes which will cope with the most demanding roads, and 'stop you 
on a sixpence’. Even on our road trips, the surface can often be 
potholed, and there are also usually un-surfaced sections to explore, 

so these Trek mountain bikes are the ideal ride. They also have enouun 
gears (27) to cope with the most gruelling climbs.
